Claim Objections 

Claims 1-4, 6, 10-14, 18, 31-33, and 35-40 are objected to because of the 
following informalities: While the proposed amendments to the claims in the draft faxed 
to me and discussed with Phillip Miller overcome the art rejections as discussed in our 
telephone interview, minor issues still exist for describing the invention. In claims 1 and 
18, the "extracted power grid information" is described as "extracted signal net 
information" in the figure 6 and the associated specification descriptions and need to be 
changed. Also, "within said power grid" or "within said at least one power grid" needs to 
be added to these claims when describing the plurality of cells, the extracted signal net 
information, and current waveform data. These changes in addition to the changes 
previously discussed this week will place the application in condition for allowance. 
Appropriate correction is required.
